Alberta Negro Colonization and Settlement Society Aims 
to Bring Well-to-Do Colored Farmers From the 


United States—Will Be 


With the Intention of imme1 arety| 
bringing 500 well-to-do colored) 
farmers from the States, ani later 
a¢éding to this number many thous- 
ce the Alberta Negro Colonization} 
aré Settiement society has toon 
formed in Edmonton. An agent !s| 
leaving this week for the United 
States where the gospel of Canada} 
will be preached, and T. H. Golden! 
and F. D. Dickens, the organizers 
of the movement, are hopeful that 
the movement will ultimately result 
in an influx of the best class of Am-| 
erican negroes to Alberta, 

The aims of the socicty are to 
colonize negroes here from various 
parts of the world, com: neing with 
the United States. Only prosperous 
colored men who are in possession 
of funds from $1,500 to $5,000 will 
be sought; they will be settled n| 
communities on lands purchased for| 
them by the society here, and tn ad-! 
dition to promoting agricultural! and 
technic.! education the society pro- 
poses to also promote a system of 
economics for their benefit as well, 
as other matters tending to their 
welfare, 

The homesteading scheme will not 
be adopted and it is definitely laid 
down in the society's prospectus ti t 
the settlements are to be in recog-) 
nized farming districts, close to the, 
railways, and possessing facilities fo~ 
education, recreation and worship. 
It is pointed out by the organizers, 
that the proposed influx wil] have) 
no bearing on labor matters; the! 
new-comers will be financially inde- 
pendent and they will engage solely 
in farming. 

It is proposed to open the initial 
settlements within forty or fifty 
miles of Edmonton, where the first 
600 settlers will be allotted th ar} 
homes. These men wil] be selected 
mostly in Nebraska, Iowa, Illinois, 
Kansas and Oklahoma, ind it !s 
hoped that as the scheme progress?s/ 
that ..ttlements along the line of the 
community league will be Luilt up. 
Bearing letters of introduction from 
various government officials and city 
busi..sss m.a, the society's represen-|

German Chancellor Says It Is 
“Use of Might Against De. 


fenoeless People’ 


Berlin, Jan. ®—‘Force remains 
force; whatever its guise." 

This declaration was mate :oday 
by Wilhelm Cuno, the chancellor, in 
connection with the reported inten- 
tion of France to extend her military 


| occupation into the Ruhr region of 


Germany. The chancellor added 
that Germany would regard the ap- 
plication of arbitrary force as a 
breach of the Versailles peace treaty 
and as ‘the use of might against a 
defenceless people,” 

Not Yet Decided on Action. 

“The German government, for the 
time being, is wholly stressing thy 
legal aspects of France's attitude as 
based on her treaty prerogatives and 
has not yet indicated the line of ac- 
tion it purposes to adopt in the event 
the French invade the Ruhr. 

“We have given tangible proof of 
our readiness voluntarily to fulfill 
to the extent of our ability the de- 
mands upon us. If need be, the Ger- 
man people wil] show equal firmness

affliction. 

“There can be no negotiations in 
an atmosphere of pressury tad 
threats, we cannot opplote violen’e 
with violence. 

“We are determined, however—

Offer Anti- War Pact.
